An increase of the naval enlisted 


strength to 131,485 men to man the 
fighting ships now in commission and 
those building will be a minimum re- 
quirement by July 1, 1919, Secretary 
Daniels today wrote Chairman Pad- 
get of the House naval committee.

Sea Lord Belittles Action 


LONDON, June 15.—German submarine activity off the Atlantic 


Coast of the United States should not be taken seriously, as the Ger- 
mans probably will not attempt to blockade the American shores. This 
is the opinion of Vice-Admiral Sir Roslyn Wemyss, first sea lord of 
the British admiralty. The admiral believes there is only one subma- 
rine operating off the American coast and the purpose of its trip across 
the Atlantic was to frighten the Americans. 


German ruthlessness at sea, the first sea lord declared, must be met 


by centralized warfare in the North Sea and the Mediterranean. 


Admiral Wemyss paid tribute to the cooperation of the American 


naval forces in European waters. He said the American ships not 
only were stationed in the north, but were also operating in the Medi- 
terranean and off Gibraltar. 


The appearance of the German sub-I' 


marines off the American coast is an 
Interesting development from what- 
ever point of view it is studied, and 
opportunity was given this week to 
Archibald S. Hurd, the British navai 
writer, to obtain from the British 
first sea lord his opinion upon this 
new departure on the part of the Ger- 
mans and its effect upon the naval 
situation generally.

NECESSITY OF BATTLE. 


A careful following of the German 
press for several months preceding the

stamps during the remainder of the year. The 
campaign for pledges will close on June 28th. 


By that date Oakland will be expected to have 


pledged herself to take §4,500,000 of the war sav- 
ings stamps. 
Inasmuch as but little more than 


half a million have been sold up to the present, 
promises of subscriptions totaling about |4,000,- 
000 are needed. The people of Oakland can save 
this amount during the next six months without 
the slightest difficulty if all of them will join in 
the government's thrift campaign. 


War savings certificates are especially desirable 


as a savings investment because they may be cashed 
at any postoffice any time the holder wishes. They 
are always convertible into cash, and until con- 
verted they draw interest. They may be purchased 
in twenty-five-cent installments. 


Liberal investment in war savings stamps will 


facilitate the government's future financial plans. 
To the individual citizen it is merely a means

Water power requires for operation about one- 


fourth the amount of labor that steam power re- 
quires, but the cost of its installation is five times 
that of steam. 


Associate Justice Holmes of the United States 


Supreme Court said: "To gather the streams from 
waste and to draw from them energy, labor without 
brains, and so to save mankind from toil that it 
can be spared to supply what, next to intellect, is 
the very foundation of all our achievements and all 
our welfare." 


Only 80 per cent of the water powers in the 


United States have been developed. The other 70 
per cent are lying idle. Their development is the 
industrial problem of the immediate future, and it 
is a problem the solution of which ought not to be 
entrusted to a bureau officer who may be guided 
by the meddlesome activities of self-seeking poli- 
ticians. 


'•'Water power as a provider of human necessity," 


says the well-known hydraulic engineer, Mr. Hugh 
L. Cooper, "is an agency several thousand years of 
age, but more progress has been made in its use in 
the last twenty-five years than in all of the time 
that has gone before."

Thelen of the California Eailroad Commission. It 
is reported that he is to accept a position under the 
Secretary of War, but it may weil be doubted if in 
his new post he will be able to render so full a 
measure of national and State service as he has 
given as a member and the presiding officer of the 
railroad commission. 


Mr. Thelen was especially qualified for the posi- 


tion he has just resigned. A thorough and deep 
student of public utilities and laws for their regula- 
tion, possessed of a complete understanding of all 
the problems connected with the compromise of the 
respective interests of the public utilities and the 
people of California, and holding a fair* and con- 


success spurred men through temporary defeat to 
final success. 


Fifteen million horsepower in the South and West

Among such 
industries are the manufacture of fertilizers, nitric 
acid for explosives, many electro-chemical products, 
high-grade steel, irrigation, pumping and other gen- 
eral and very useful industries requiring cheap 
power. Over 1,250,000 horsepower has been de- 
veloped in ^Norway and Sweden in the last ten 
years for the manufacture of nitric acid and fer-

Our committee of arrangements re- 


ported that they had chartered the San 
Antonio from James LaBue for the 
sum of $500, had secured the Oakland 
Brass Band, George "W. Scribner, lead- 
er, had let the bar and refreshment 
stand on the boat for $100, and had 
received permission from the govern- 
ment to allow us to land on the island.

"I wish every American who has stood 


on street corners in America and sneered 
at the work of the Salvation Army could 
see what they are doing for the boys in 
Fraiicc," said an old rujru'ar ar~r o'"«r 
who returned to Paris this week. 


"As a body they are taking chances 


which the members of no other organiza- 
tion are taking. One building they occu- 
pied had its roof blown off by a German 
shell. The Salvation Army folk draped 
test car.vss over the waVs and continued 
their work. While they were sleeping in 
the cellar several more shells struck the 
buMlns and smashed aF their equipment 
up beyond repair, Xow, they are con- 
tinuing: their good work in the cellar of 
the same house, not 200 yards from onr 
front line trenches. 


"One night I was sitting in the Sal- 


vation Army cellar when a shell hit a 
house r.eTt door and killed three of our 
boys as thty slept.

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Weaning a baby is a thoroughly normal 


procedure, although it commonly brings 
perils for the infant. To prolong the ei- 
clusive milk diet beyond the normal time 
usually makes the- little one weak and 
anemic. Of course, the dietary needs of 
every child are determined more by Its 
weight than by Us age. An average baby 
•weighing about eight pounds at birth 
should weigh about seventeen pounds at 
th« age of nine months, when it is ready 
to be weaned. 


A normal baby of twelve months, 


weighing twenty-one pounds, will need 
five feedings of modified cow's milk, of 
eight ounces each and at Intervals of 
four hours. In addition to the alternate 
meals of toast, rice and so on. However, 
If the child weighs but sixteen or seven- 
teen pounds, six or seven ounces of milk 
•will be sufficent On the other hand, if it 
•weighs more than twenty-one pounds, it 
may well take a bit more than eight 
ounces. 


Once the milk of early infancy lias been 


reinforced by the starchy foods with 
safety, the former is reduced slowly to 
second place. As soon as possible teach 
the child to drink from a cup and give it 
its dally milk in that way. Reduce its 
allowance of milk to four eight-ounce 
rations a day, and at the same time add 
a, meal of beef juice or mutton broth 
-with a soft-boiled egg or one that is 
poached. 
Broiled and scraped steak is 


added instead of the broth when the little 
one is 1% years old. 


IN LATER MONTHS. 


Toward the end of the second year the 


child partakes of but three daily meals. 
Begin by omitting the meal of milk taken 
just before bedtime and gradually in- 
crease the importance of the midday 
meal. Now the little tot! begins to show 
Its likes and dislikes for his food. 


Let breakfast consist of a cereal with 


plenty of milk but little sugar and a 
single fresh egg, either soft-boiled (one 
minute) or poached. 
Breakfast 
foods 


usually require several hours' boiling, 
which can be done the day before. In 
the morning the cereal may be warmed 
over. A single cupful ia enough for the 
child 2% and 3 years old. 


Until it Is 3 years old the child's mid- 


day m«al consists chiefly of meat broths, 
chopped or scraped meat and potatoes 
(boiled or baked). Beginning with very 
email portions, green vegetables, such as 
spinach, beans, celery, young lettuce, 
well cooked and mashed, may be added, 
and a dessert at the end may be given 
consisting of a part of a baked apple or 
pear with the skin and seeds removed, 
or a lew stewed prunes, seeded. "Water, 


meal. 


The evening meal should be much like 


the breakfast, sava the absienc* of the 
morning egg. Milk and toast and milk 
and a cereal will suffice, with a cupful 
of milk added. 


TWO FOOD CHARTS. 


The following is a good chart to follow 


for the diet of a child of 12 to 15 months: 
•Breakfast—Cup of cow's milk, a saucer 


of oatmeal or barley flour jelly, with 
milk, or cream of wheat with milk. 
The oatmeal jelly Is made by putting 
four tabiespoonfuls of coarse oatmeal 
into- one pint of cold water, let it 
stand twenty-four house, and then 
boil it down to one-half pint and 
strain. Keep in a cold place and make 
ai fresh supply dally. 


Lunch—Cup of cow's milk. 
Dinner—Brotrh or beef juice, bread a day 


old crumbed in milk. 


Supper—Bread crumbedin milk. 


For a child of 15 to IS months the fol- 


lowing is a good diet: 
Breakfast—Cup of cow's milk, saucer of 


oatmeal jelly, with milk or flour or 


Indian meal gruel, with milk, email 
piece of bread a day old with butter. 


Lunch—Cup of milk, small piece of bread 


and butter. 


Supper—Cup of milk, bread a day old ftnd 


butter, a little, apple sauce or pulp of 
stewed prunes or baked apples with, 
skin and seeds removed.

Xow if one gives himself 
fifteen minutes leeway he is not certain of making 
the boat unless, despairing of waiting, he jumps from 
the car and legs it for the remainder of the distance. 
It has become one of the great city sports since the 
four tracks have been in operation to assemble on the 
side lines and ^atch the commuters marathon from. 
say below the Palace Hotel to the F^rry. They have 
paid their nickel for the street car ride, but with all 
cars stopped or creeping a foot or so at a time, and so 
close as to be almost in contact, the despairing one can 
see no way out but to lose the unconsumed part of his 
nickel's worth of ride and go in for violent exercise. 
To the casual, or the one who scorns the commute book, 
there is another factor that makes for sad days; it id 
up to him to carry along a supply of pennies now or 
he is certain to encounter long delay at "the gate, and 
many a boat has been missed by a narrow margin be- 
cause the once despised penny was not forthcoming 
and it was a case of make change.

An Important Precedent 


With the expected decision of Joseph L. Bley, San 


Francisco Customs Broker, to abandon the appeaLfrom 
his conviction in the Hindu conspiracy case, all of the 
defendants will have surrendered to the verdict of the 
jury.

Another prosecution was

Preston wrote Washington that in his opinion 


a prosecution could be instituted at any place within 
the United States directed against all the defendants 
involved in the conspiracy without regard to the place 
at which their ncthitio" had occurred.

A Gold Mine Does Not Mean Profit 


In times past it has been the custom to refer to in- 


vestments that were yielding large dividends as verit- 
able gold mines. 
That day has gone by and it will 


now be necessary to select for comparative purposes 
investments that are more attractive. 
The real truth 


is, as can be testified to by thousands 01 t,ttn.kholu.ci» 
in California gold mines, that their operation at a 
profit in these times is a task beset with difficulties. In 
the first place, the value of gold has materially shrunk 
when measured by its purchasing power. 
On the 


other hand the cost of all supplies has alarmtngly in- 
creased. 
Prior to the war, quicksilver sold at about 


S38 a flask. The price has risen to §115, and is still 
( 


going up. 
Then there is the ever disturbing question ' 


of labor. 
The price of copper has steadily advanced 


and the operators of copper mines have been increasing 
.the wages of experienced miners and drawing from 
the gold mines. 
The value of silver has also been 


soaring, enabling producers of the matal that in the 
past has agitated and divided political parties, to 
compete in the labor market with the producers oi 
their old enemy, gold. 
Timber is one of the largest 


items of cost in mines, and its steadily advancing 
price has been another' source of worriment. 
Oil 


is largely, used as a fuel and this commodity is stead- 
ily advancing in cost. 
The cost of all mining 


machinery and 'general supplies corresponds with 
other items enumerated. 
Many of the mines on the

When and How Veins "Go Down" 


Early Tonopah mining history is freshened to the 


memory of a number of one-time Nevadans now domi- 
ciled in San Francisco Bay cities, and a new angle is 
added to the many "dips, spurs and angles'" of the fed- 
eral extra-lateral rights statute,- better if not more 
favorably known to the miner of sorts as the "Apex 
Law," by a decision rendered the past week by the 
United States Supreme Court in-the suit brought by 
the Jim Butler Tonopah Mining Company to recover_ 
the value of ore extracted from its claims by the West 
End Consolidated Mining Company. Incidentally, the 
decision tends to add,to or detract from the wealth of 
certain east bay residents who are stockholders in one 
or the other of the two companies, "and to add further 
mystification to a statute already hopelessly entangled 
•in rulings fend Counter-rulings, decisions and counter- 
decisions. The recent decision ends a suit which dates 
back almost to the day when Jim Butler's mule, in a 
frantic effort to kick an offending fly from its pack- 
"allc'i <^dp, rrn^pd flip target and instead chipped a 
piece of native silver ore from the outcrop of a ledge 
later famed as the "Mizpah Lode." Immediately there- 
after the mining camp of Tonopah sprang into being 
ov?,r night amidst the fragrant sage, Jim Butler be- 
came a millionaire and the mule retirted to the Butler 
ranch to end its days in innocuous desuetude. The 
United States Supreme Court decision sustain* the 
right of a holder of a mining claim to follow indefi- 
nitely in opposite directions a vein where the apex or 
top of the anticline is within the boundaries of such 
claim. In bringing suit the plaintiff company denied 
that an apex existed, but advanced the contention that 
the vein was in the form of a roll. This contention was 
in part sustained by the lower courts, but they also 
ruled that the top of this roll constituted an ap^T ard 
that the defendant company had the right to mine or 
work .the vein on both sides of that point. The United 
States Supreme Court decision sustains this ruling of 
the lower tribunals, and thereby clears the way for 
future litigation by other mining companies with prop- 
erties in the Southern Nevada fieMsri ami in other 
localities where trails are long and arid and the voice 
of the honky-tonk is lifted at eventide. But. then, it 
likewise tends to bear out that justly-famed conten- 
tion expressed by Mr. Butler to the Fhiladelpln'pf who 
purchased the Mizpah claims from him, when they 
questioned the permanency of the celebrated Mixpal 
ledge at depth: "Damn it, boys, she's got to go down, 
for it's a cinch she can't go up!''

vigilance Is the price of liberty. 
Fre- 


quent cultivation will save the gardener 
from much other labor and It has many 
advantages, says today's 
bulletin from 


tho National War Garden Commission. 


For Instance, It will save much water- 


ing and is bettor for Iho plants. 
In fact, 


the hoeing will keep tho moisture, which 
la down in tho ground, from evaporating. 
Thv dust cover or "mulch," as It Is called, 
prevents this. In addition, hoeing lots in 
the air and liberates the fertility around 
tho plant roots so that they can get at 
It and eat it. Another advantage Is that 
the hoeing- will keep weeds from gelling 
a i.tart and consuming tho food In the 
soil, which should go to tho vegetables. 


Hoeing should bu done every seven days 


at least, and always after a rain or after 
tho garden has been watered so ns to 
bieik up tho hard crust which forms on 
the surface. 
Do not hoc deeply, as tho 


plant roots aro llkoly to be cut If that 1st 
dono. 
About an Inch Is deep enough. 


A mistake some Limes made Is to water 


the garden a little every day. 
Walt un- 


til tho plants show that they need water 
and llien give them n good soaking. Ones 
u week Is usually enough, even In tho 
dry-st weather. A few days after a rain 
or in arllflclal soaking, test the soil by 
Hqui'ezlng a handful. 
If It falls apart 


after squeezing the surface crust formed 
by Iho water should bo broken up by 
hoi-Ing.

Five million war gardens can feed n la no- 
army, and the whole United States this 
year Is really one big community work- 
ing together for. a common cause. Union 
gives strength, and Just as many homo 
gardeners have found It of mutual ad- 
vantage to work togc'hcr In clubs or 
some other Joint manner, so it is in tho 
canning work. 
If anything, tho advan- 


tages.in the bitter are greater, 


There Is going to bo an enormous yield 


from the 5,000,000 war gardens of tlvo 
country. The product will bo far beyond 
the possibility of immediate table use; 
and this places upon Iho housewife tho 
unusual bin den of conserving as much 
aa possible of this surplus product. Com- 
plete data on canning and drying of fruita 
and vegetables Is contained In Iho frea 
manual which tho National War Garden 
Commission will send to anyone on re- 
quest for a two-cent stamp for postage. 


One of tho best methods to follow In 


canning Is for several families to club 
together. 
The work may be carried on 


In a school house, empty store or at tho 
homo of one of the members. Tho room 
or rooms c.'ioscn should have heat and 
water available. 


By Joining In tho purchase of equip- 


ment each participant will be In a posi- 
tion to save money and at tho same time 
have the advantage of larger and more 
complete apparatus. 
During the season 


greater quantities of produce will bo 
ready to take from tho garden on cer- 
tain days than can be conveniently han- 
d'ed In the household, and the neighbor- 
hood canning outfit would help In a so- 
lution of tho problems of attending to 
large bulk In comparatively short tlma. 


For this work a steam pressure canner 


is lo be preferred to the hot-water bath, 
as the processing requires a much shortor 
time and there Is less fuel output. 
Pur- 


chases should be mado early as there 
Is likely to be delay In delivery. 


Tho coif, Installment and operation of 


a community 
cannery 
require careful 


thought. The National War Gaiden Com- 
mission furnishes a list of commercial 
canncrs. 
This may be had upon appli- 


cation. 
Plan to have one expert paid 


worker to Instruct and direct, and got 
full details of all expense and activities 
essential boforo putting "the project Into 
effect.

It is as f.-u-xjlnating as a novel, and It 
gives one a feeling, after reading, that
